H ERE are approximately 72." 
Chinese students In the United 
States. 
The present crisis in 
China has called attention to 
them in such a manner that Americans 
hav e b egun to wonder If these Chinese 
students will b e called b ack home b e 
cause of lack of funds. 
Reports hav e 
recently b een pub lished that the Chi 
nese who are studying here under the 
Indemnity fund hav e not receiv ed their 
allowance since the b eginning of the 
rev olution nor are they to b e maintain 
ed here longer b y their gov ernment 
This report and similar oues are de 


last Septemb er there arriv ed the uiosl 
recent party.” 


la test Arriv a ls Welco med. 
This Inst party was welcomed b y the 
alliance in the Nov emb er issue of the 
Chinese Students’ Monthly as follows: 
“To the young ladles we extend our 
special greetings, as the numb er of 
lady students is decreasing ev ery year 
b y the return of graduates, and their 
ab sence was noticeab ly felt at the last 
conference. 
We hall the other sev en 
priv ate students with keen delight for 
choosing America as their country of 
nled b y Wen I’in Wei, presideut of the j training. 
Lastly, to the sixty-two stu 
eastern section of the Chinese Students' dents who form the third annual depu 
Alliance of America, who Is an “In­ 
demnity fund student” at Columb ia 
univ ersity, New York. 
“Each of the 150 or more Indemnity 
students,” said Mr. Wei, “Is receiv ing 
his regular monthly allowance of $80 
and will continue to do so, for, no mat- I 
ter what the form of the gov ernment ; 
in China may b e. It will b e under moral j 
ob ligations to continue sending stu j 
dents to this country b ecause of the j 
arrangements entered into when Chi , 
na deckled to use $11,000,000 of the in ; 
demnity fund returned b y the United j 
States for educating Chinese students 
in American colleges and univ ersities 
“The prov incial students," continued 
Mr. Wei, "or the Peiyang student* 
i 
as we call them, hav e already receiv ed j 
their half year allowance up to Feb | 
ruary from the Tientsin v iceroy. Since j 
they come to study In this country on ' 
sixty scholarships from the Peiyang 
univ ersity, of which they must b e grad 
untes, they will likely continue under I 
tLie [» resent arrangement. 
The Pei 
yang students receiv e the same amount j 
of money that we indemnity students 
get—$9 00 a year, an amount that is 1 
arb itrarily fixed, since it is considered 
necessary to cov er our expenses, except 
the fare to and from China, which we 
do not hav e to pay out of our allow 
a nee. 
“There are not as many of the Pel 
yang students as those supported b y 
the indemnity fund 
The first party 
of indemnity students, numb ering for 
ty-sev en, came to this country in 19 09 I 
The second b atch arriv ed in the fob ! 
lowing year « Ixtv -nlne of them—and I 


yang students shall enter the gov ern­ 
ment serv ice, they consider it a moral 
ob ligation to do so. Seemingly most of 
the students In 
this country, ev en 
though supported b y the long estab ­ 
lished gov ernment of the Manehus, are 
not displeased with the trend of affairs 
during the present rev olution. 
They 
realize that the ov erthrow of the Man 
chus would giv e them the desired op­ 
portunities to assist In reorganizing 
v arious institutions in their country, 
whose defects nre only too apparent 
after a sojourn of sev eral years in the 
United States. 
When a group of sev 
eral of the indemnity fund and Pei 
yang students were asked the other 
Any If they were rev olutionists, at least 
one spoke up for his friends with these 
words: 
“ In the United States we are 
assimilating new Ideas strange to the 
Chinese people, and are not those who 
try to introduce Ideas new to a coun 
try always considered rev olutionistsV 
The 725 Chinese studying in this 
country are specializing In sub jects 
that will b e most useful after their re­ 
turn to China—law, political science, 
history, engineering, sociology, etc. Of 
the ab ility 
of Chinese students In 
American 
colleges 
and 
univ ersities 
Professor II. P. Beach of Yale says, 
“Though 
handicapped b y Imperfect 
knowledge of English, they greatly sur 
pass our b oys in diligence and accuracy 
and iu factors of scholarship depend 
lug ou memory.” 


Oppo rtunity Ea g erly So ug ht. 


The opportunity to study in the Unit­ 
ed States is eagerly sought after, and 
Mr. Wei says that among the Chinese 
progressiv es the use of the Boxer in­ 
demnity 
fund 
for 
education 
meets 
marked approv al, 
iu 19 09 , the year 
that Mr. Wei took the competitiv e ox 
aminations, 1.800 Chinese hoped to se­ 
cure appointment as Indemnity stu 
dents, b ut only forty-sev en were ab le 
to pass the examinations 
The sixty 
sev en competitors who were success­ 
ful 
In 
satisfactorily completing the 
tests In Chinese history and literature 
and iu English language and literature 
were allowed to take the second [tart 
of the examinations. 
It is necessary 
to know thoroughly the history and lit­ 
erature of China, b ecause tlie persons 
to b e appointed hav e little opportunity 
to study either after entering upon 
work ab road, and unless the English 
language is known it is impossib le to 
pursue studies In the United States, 
l’lie Chinese who seek appointments 
must pass tests in French, Herman or 
Latin, Creek and Roman history, Eng­ 
lish and 
American history, physics, 
chemistry and mathematics through 
trigonometry.

“Third.—We rejoice that our father 
land will hav e more men adequately 
equipped in modern world conditions 
for efficient serv ice.” 
No such welcome awaited the first 
Chinese students, who came ov er here 
iu 1871 with Yung Wing, who as tin 
pioneer of Chinese students in Ameri 
ca was graduated from Yale univ ersity 
in 1854. 
Until success met his efforts 
Yung Wing b ad worked unceasingly 
upon his return to Peking to Induce
